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FOREWORD 


As  a  matter  of  natural  curiosity  the  author,  wishing  to  obtain  a  correct 
record  of  the  Gerrit  Hendrik  Rooks  family,  and  believing  that  future  genera¬ 
tions  of  the  Rooks  Family  might  also  be  interested,  began  compiling  this 
record  in  1950.  Other  than  the  author's  immediate  family,  little  was  known  as 
to  where  other  members  of  the  Rooks  family  were  located.  However,  it  was 
known  to  the  author  that  some  members  of  the  family  had  settled  in  Holland, 
Michigan. 

After  contact  had  been  made  with  a  cousin,  Gerrit  J.  Rooks,  of  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan,  much  family  information  was  obtained,  as  a  majority  of  the 
Rooks  family  lived  in  that  part  of  Michigan.  Through  his  efforts  a  record  of 
births  was  obtained  from  the  Burgomaster  of  Winterswijk,  Netherlands.  From 
that  time  on  and  until  the  completion  of  this  family  record  Gerrit  has  been  of 
inestimable  help  in  obtaining  information  for  this  record.  Many  others  have 
responded  whole-heartedly  to  every  request  for  information,  and  for  this  fine 
cooperation  we  give  them  our  most  hearty  thanks. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  trace  the  family  tree  further  than  Gerrit 
Hendrik  Rooks,  father  of  the  first  Rooks  family  to  arrive  in  America.  It 
might  be  noted  here  that  there  are  other  Rooks  families  in  America  but  bear 
no  relation  to  the  Gerrit  Rooks  family,  so  far  as  the  author  has  been  able  to 
determine . 

It  is  our  purpose  to  trace  the  family  from  its  beginning  in  America  only. 
We  leave  it  to  some  future  historian,  if  he  so  desires,  to  trace  the  family 
further  back. 

No  financial  reward  for  compiling  this  family  record  is  expected. If  enough 
is  realized  to  cover  the  actual  cost  of  compiling  and  publishing  this  record 
the  author  will  feel  well  compensated  for  his  efforts.

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INTRODUCTION  TO  ROOKS  FAMILY  HISTORY 


As  a  background  of  political  and  religious  conditions  in  The  Netherlands 

prior  to  the  emigration  of  Gerrit  Hendrik  Rooks  and  others  to  America,  a 

brief  history  of  conditions  prevailing  at  that  time  will  be  appropriate. 

Up  to  the  time  Gerrit  Hendrik  Rooks  left  the  Netherlands  the  church  was 
supported  by  the  state,  which,  at  that  time,  was  quite  the  custom  in  most 

European  countries.  In  America  -  thanks  to  the  framers  of  our  Constitution  - 

religious  freedom  is  guaranteed;  the  church  being  completely  free  from  politi¬ 
cal  domination. 

V/ith  the  state,  or  Netherlands  government,  controlling  the  church,  and 
the  ministers  of  the  church  receiving  their  salaries  from  the  government  they, 
quite  naturally,  could  be  influenced  to  some  extent  by  the  politicians  who 
were  in  power.  They  could  be  orthodox  or  liberal,  and  many  were  so  liberal 
that  their  sermons  were  mere  essays. 

Such  were  the  conditions  prevailing  at  that  time;  but  what  made  matters 
worse  was  this:  After  Napoleon  abdicated  1,814  Commissioners  of  the  various 
European  states  met  at  Vienna  to  readjust  the  map  of  Europe.  This  assemblage 
was  called  the  Congress  of  Vienna. .At  this  meeting  the  Netherlands  became  a 
monarchy  under  William  I.  He  imposed  upon  the  church  a  reorganization  which 
had  unfortunate  results.  The  Provincial  Synods  were  abolished  and  a  National 
Synod  established.  Thus  the  Classes  were  stripped  of  all  governing  authority 
and  reduced  to  a  mere  gathering  of  ministers  for  fellowship. 

Not  only  did  the  king  impose  this  reorganization  upon  the  church  without 
its  consent,  but  he  retained  control  over  major  religious  bodies  by  appointing 
their  members.  That  the  Dutch  people  accepted  these  changes  so  meekly  was 
due,  largely,  to  their  loyalty  to  the  House  of  Orange,  to  weariness  of  wars, 
and  to  theological  rationalism. 

The  theological  changes  instituted  by  that  national  synod  were  far- 
reaching.  All  binding  authority  had  lost  its  force;  so  ministers  and  officers 
could  believe  anything  they  wanted  to. 

But  there  were  a  few  who  raised  their  voices  in  objection  to  these 
changes;  these  objections  were  supported  by  many  of  the  laity.  However,  the 
lay  opposition  to  the  changes  was  aided  by  several  factors: 

The  orthodox  group  within  the  church  had  a  form  of  separate  organization, 
which  gave  them  an  independent  and  unified  voice.  Furthermore,  there  was  a 
spiritual  awakening.  Some  four  or  five  young  ministers,  graduates  from  the 
University  of  Leiden,  entered  the  fight  for  orthodoxy. 
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One  of  these  graduates,  Hendrik  De  Coch,  openly  defended  orthodoxy 
and  resisted  the  state.  r"hen  he  broke  with  the  state  church  and  again 
preached  the  gospel  in  its  purity,  people  came  from  far  and  near  to  hegr 
him.  At  times  the  church  was  so  full  that  ladders  were  borrowed  and 
placed  outside  the  windows  so  more  people  could  hear  the  V/ord  of  God 
proclaimed.  One  writer  declared  that  it  reminded  him  of  Lesley  in 
England  and  Finney  in  America. 

Realizing  that  this  revival  of  religion  would  damage  the  established 
church,  the  ruling  powers  came  together  and  discussed  what  procedure 
they  should  follow  to  check  the  growth  of  this  new  religious  movement. 
Finally,  they  found  an  old  Napoleonic  law,  passed  in  wartime,  which  pro¬ 
hibited  gatherings  of  more  than  20  persons.  This  law,  meant  to  protect 
the  state  against  espionage  in  wartime,  was  invoked  arbitrarily  and 
used  to  discourage  tnese  religious  meetings.  To  further  aggravate  the 
situation  policemen  were  detailed  to  watch  homes,  sometimes  entering 
them  to  see  if  more  than  20  persons  were  present. 

In  1834  a  separate  denomination  was  organized,  consisting  of  the 
orthodox,  or  reformed,  people.  These  young  ministers,  graduates  of 
Leiden,  were  in  this  group.  Two  of  these  men,  namely,  Dr.  A.  G.  Van. 
Raalte  and  the  Reverend  Scholte ,  were  of  this  group.  Dr.  Van  Raalte  was 
the  leader  of  the  group  that  settled  at  the  present  site  of  the  city  of 
Holland,  Mich,,  in  1847,  while  the  reverend  Scholte  headed  a  group  that 
settled  at  Fella,  Iowa.  At  the  time  Dr.  Van  Raalte  and  his  group  arrived 
at  the  present  site  of  Holland  they  found  a  small  Indian  Village  of 
about  20  cabins.  These  Indians  hunted,  fished,  and  raised  some  corn  for 
a  living. 

Others  arriving  shortly  after  the  original  settlers,  who  came  look¬ 
ing  for  Holland,  were  told  that  the  town  was  "right  there  among  the 
trees."  So  it  was  necessary  to  wield  the  ax  and  convert  trees  into 
houses,  rude  though  they  were,  by  much  hard  work.  Dreaming  of  a  better 
way  of  life  here  than  the  Old  World  could  give  them  they  persevered 
until  the  forest  gave  way  to  a  thriving  community  and  productive  farms 
surrounding  the  town.  It  should  be  realized,  of  course,  that  not  all  who 
came  to  this  country  from  the  Netherlands  came  only  for  religious 
freedom!  many  came  also  for  an  opportunity  to  make  a  better  living  and 
raise  their  families  in  an  atmosphere  of  freedom  and  peace,  unhampered 
by  endless  wars  and  severe  economic  pressures. 

The  town  of  Zealand,  near  Holland,  was  settled  by  a  group  from 
the  Netherlands  who  had  a  minister,  elders,  and  deacons  selected  before 
sailing  for  America,  so  that,  on  arriving  at  their  destination  their 
plans  were  complete  for  establishing  a  church. 

Thus  it  will  be  noted  that  Gerrit  Hendrik  Rooks  was  among  the 
early  settlers,  arriving  at  Holland  in  1855,  just  8  years  after  the  first 
settlers  arrived.  Transportation  was  given  prime  consideration,  so  the 
site  of  Holland,  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  gave  the  settlers  an 
outlet  to  carry  on  commerce  with  the  outside  world  and,  in  later  years, 
with  the  advent  of  railroads,  their  field  for  commercial  expansion  was 
widened  still  further.

Your  grandfather,  his  wife,  and  the  other  children,  except  Johanna 
Sophia  and  Aleida,  left  in  July  1855.  Aleida  was  unmarried  and  childless, 
and  died  on  June  25,  1880. 

Johanna  Sophia  left  for  Eibergen,  a  village  near  Winterswijk,  April 
29,  1854.  The  municipality  of  Eibergen  cannot  supply  further  information 
about  her.

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CHAPTER  I 


GERRIT  HENDRIK  ROOKS 


1.  GERRIT  HENDRIK  ROOKS,  born  at  Winterswijk,  Netherlands,  November  9,  1789, 
died  at  Holland,  Michigan  (date  unknown).  He  married  Aleida  Navis, 

January  22,  1817.  She  died  September  17,  1822,  at  Winterswijk.  He 
married,  secondly,  Janna  Catharina  Hesselink,  February  21,  1824  (born 
September  30,  1798).  There  was  much  religious  intolerance  in  Europe 
during  this  period  and  the  Netherlands  were  no  exception.  About  this  time 
a  wave  of  emigration  swept  over  the  country,  many  wishing  to  go  to  Ameri¬ 
ca,  where  there  were  no  restrictions  on  religious  beliefs.  Gerrit 
Hendrik  decided  to  emigrate  to  America  and,  accordingly,  in  July,  1855, 
he,  with  his  family,  excepting  Johanna,  Sophia,  and  Aleida,  left  the 
Netherlands  for  America  and  settled  at  Holland,  Michigan.  Here  it  might 
be  mentioned  that  two  of  his  sons,  Gerrit  John  and  John  Hendrik,  had 
preceded  him  to  America  by  11  years.  At  the  time  Gerrit  Hendrik  arrived 
in  Holland  he  was  in  complete  ignorance  as  to  the  location  of  the  two 
sons  who  had  preceded  him  to  America.  It  was  not  until  sometime  during 
the  Civil  War  that  his  son  Gerrit  John,  who  then  lived  in  Missouri, 
learned  that  his  father  had  located  in  Holland,  Michigan.  By  the  time 
Gerrit  Hendrik  settled  in  Holland  the  town  was  well  established.  He 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  there  on  a  farm.  Both  Gerrit  Hendrik 
and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Reformed  Church.

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GERRIT  JOHN  ROCKS  AND  DESCENDANTS 

II  (4)  GERRIT  JOHN  ROOKS,  born  at  Winterswijk,  Netherlands,  June  9,  1827, 

died  April  17,  1891.  He  and  his  brother  John  Hendrik  came  to  America 
about  1844.  This  was  about  11  years  before  his  parents  arrived  in 
this  country.  The  two  brothers  separated  in  Lorain,  Ohio,  Gerrit 
proceeding  westward  to  Missouri.  It  is  not  known  to  this  day  what 
became  of  John  Hendrik.  Gerrit  married  Hettie  Mott  (born  1821,  died 
November  21,  1889)  and  settled  down  to  farm  life  about  7  miles  south¬ 
east  of  Macon,  Missouri.  When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  Missouri  found 
itself  in  the  midst  of  bitter  factionalism  over  the  slavery  question. 
Opinion  was  about  equally  divided  on  this  issue.  Gerrit  remained 
loyal  to  the  Union  and  for  awhile  was  in  the  army  or  State  Militia. 

With  bitter  factional  differences  rampant  in  his  neighborhood  his 
life  was  in  constant  danger.  At  times  he  found  it  necessary  to  seek 
shelter  in  the  forest  near  his  home  or  in  a  cornfield  for  protection 
from  irresponsible  bands  of  assassins  who  went  about  during  those 
dark  days  of  civil  strife.  His  horses  were  hidden  in  a  deep  thicket 
at  night  to  prevent  enemies  from  stealing  them. 

While  in  the  army  he  came  in  contact  with  some  soldiers  from 
around  Holland,  Michigan.  They  informed  Gerrit  that  there  was  a 
Rooks  family  at  Holland.  After  expiration  of  his  enlistment,  which 
was  prior  to  the  ending  of  the  war,  he  went  to  Holland.  To  his 
happy  surprise  he  found  his  parents  and  brothers  and  sisters  living 
on  a  farm  there.  Correspondence  between  Gerrit  and  his  parents 
ceased  sometime  after  his  arrival  In  this  country,  so  he  was  unaware 
that  they  had  followed  him  to  America  11  years  later  until  his  meet¬ 
ing  with  Michigan  soldiers  and  being  so  informed  by  them. 

Gerrit  remained  with  his  parents  at  Holland  for  the  duration  of 
the  war,  leaving  the  family  in  Missouri  to  take  care  of  the  farm, 
then  returned  to  his  home  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life 
on  the  farm.

William  Mulder,  who  arrived  shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the 
Van  Raalte  group  in  1847. 

The  early  Dutch  settlers  realized  the  importance  of  edu¬ 
cating  their  children;  so,  by  May,  1848,  a  primary  school  had 
been  organized  in  the  town  now  known  as  Holland.  William 
Mulder,  maternal  grandfather  of  Albertus,  had  the  distinction 
of  serving  on  the  board  of  directors  of  this  school  with  Dr. 

Van  Raalte  and  a  Mr.  Post,  all  of  whom  were  active  in  trying 
to  establish  a  successful  and  thriving  settlement. 

After  spending  his  boyhood  days  on  the  farm  with  his  pa¬ 
rents,  Albertus,  or  more  familiarly  known  by  his  friends  as 
Albert,  studied  at  Hope  College  in  Holland,  which  was  6  miles 
from  his  home.  After  graduating  from  Hope  he  taught  in  the 
rural  schools  for  a  while.  Not  being  satisfied  with  what 
knowledge  he  had  attained  he  pursued  his  studies  further  at 
the  University  of  Michigan,  graduating  with  a  M.A.  degree. 
Before  finishing  his  studies  at  the  University  he  was  called 
by  the  Synod  of  the  Christian  Reformed  Church  in  1894  to  come 
to  Calvin  College  and  teach  English  and  German.  The  Synod  had 
three  men  under  consideration  for  this  position:  Albertus 
Rooks,  Dr.  C.  J.  Calkoen  of  Midland  Park,  New  Jersey,  and  Dr. 
Jaeger,  of  Germany.  Albertus  being  the  only  one  of  the  three 
graduating  from  an  American  university  the  selecting  board 
thought  he  was  best  qualified  to  serve  the  interests  of  Cal¬ 
vin.  Before  assuming  his  duties  at  the  college  he  was  re¬ 
quired  to  deliver  an  oration,  which  was  translated  and  printed 
in  De  Wachter. 

Upon  entering  his  first  year  at  Calvin  there  was  a  scarcity 
of  qualified  teachers,  so  he  was  asked  to  teach,  in  addition 
to  English  and  German,  the  following  subjects:  geography, 
American  history  and  civics,  physiology,  and  a  class  in  Greek  - 
an  incredible  load  for  any  man.  After  a  time,  and  on  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  his  physician,  he  was  relieved  of  some  of  this  load 
when  it  was  apparent  that  he  could  not  continue  indefinitely 
under  such  a  strain  and  maintain  his  health. 

Some  years  later,  or  to  be  exact,  in  1900,  a  distinct  and 
significant  change  took  place:  The  Literary  Department  was 
expanded  and  the  work  divided,  so  that  Prof.  Rooks  was  as¬ 
signed  to  teaching  Latin  and  American  history  only. 
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(Albertus  Rooks,  Cont'd) 

After  this  change  had  taken  place  Albertus  had  more  time  to 
pursue  his  favorite  subjects.  For  many  years  he  occupied  the 
chair  of  Latin  and  was  known  to  the  faculty  and  student  body  as 
the  beloved  professor.  When  it  v/as  decided  to  have  an  executive 
head  for  the  literary  department,  Albertus  was  selected  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  this  position,  which  post  he  held  until 
1919.  It  was  during  these  years,  or  to  be  exact,  in  1905,  that 
he  was  given  a  leave  of  absence  to  go  abroad  for  further  studies. 
He  spent  three  semesters  at  the  University  of  Bonn,  Germany, 
studying  languages  and  Roman  history.  Returning  to  Calvin  he 
continued  his  work  until  1919,  at  which  time  the  first  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  college  was  elected.  Albertus,  who  had  taught  here 
for  so  many  years,  and  having  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the 
school  grow  to  an  important  position  as  an  institution  of  learn¬ 
ing,  finally  was  rewarded  for  his  long  and  arduous  services  by 
being  selected  dean. 

In  1925  Albertus  was  given  another  leave  of  absence.  Latin 
and  Roman  culture  being  his  favorite  subjects,  it  was  only  natu¬ 
ral  that  he  should  desire  to  visit  Rome,  and  so  he  did.  There 
he  continued  his  studies.  Incidentally,  while  there  he  had  the 
opportunity  of  witnessing  the  elevation  to  cardinals  of  three 
Americans  in  St.  Peter's  Cathedral. 

Albertus  continued  as  dean  of  Calvin  until  1942,  at  which  time 
he  was  retired  with  title  of  Dean  Emeritus  after  being  associated 
with  Calvin  for  48  years,  and  an  over-all  span  of  50  years  in  the 
teaching  profession.  During  his  48  years  at  Calvin  he  saw  the 
college  grow  from  a  meager  faculty  of  4  and  a  few  students  to  a 
faculty  of  70  and  a  student  body  of  1,500. 

At  the  time  of  his  retirement  many  prominent  educators  who 
were  cognizant  of  Albertus'  ability  and  thoroughness  in  his  pro¬ 
fession  commented  on  his  work.  The  late  Dean  Effinger  of  the 
University  of  Michigan  commented:  "If  all  the  small  colleges  in 
the  United  States  equalled  Calvin  in  its  thoroughness  and  in  its 
ability  to  put  the  scholarly  emphasis  upon  Its  work,  there  would 
be  cause  for  rejoicing  throughout  the  land."
